Paul's Account of His Eariy Life 


(v. 1-5). By his use of the Greek tongue 
he obtained permission to deliver this 
address, and by his wise use of the 
Jewish language he gained the atten- 
tion of the excited crowd. Paul as- 
serted his Jewish origin. (Acts 21-39). 
Tarsus, where he was born, had a uni- 
versity which rivaled those of Athens 
and Alexandria, and Paul had probably 
heard its great philosophers. Paul was 
an educated man; he was brought up 
in Jerusalem from his early boyhood 
at the feet of Gamaliel its greatest 
teacher. 
Thus his religious training 


was according to the law of the fa- 
thers, and as "touching the righteous- 
ness which is of the law," he was 
blameless (Phil, 3 :6). He was zealous 
for God, doing what he thought he 
would have him do even when "perse- 
cuted this way," the way of forgive- 
ness, 
salvation 
and 
righteousness. 


Jesus said, "I am the way." Paul was 
at this time an instrument in the hands 
of the rulers, carrying out their plans, 
but he exceeded them in his zeal for 
"the traditions of our fathers (Gal. 
1:14). He was not at all like those 
Pharisees whom Christ condemned as 
"white sepulchers." He was not what 
we would term today, "a bad man." 


II. Paul's Turning Point vv. 6-21). 


Paul seems to pick out three different 
crises in this rehearsal. (1) His inter- 
view with Christ, when he saw Jesus 
as he really was in his glory, a living 
risen Savior (Cor. 9:1; 15.8). He had 
positive* proof of the resurrection from 
the dead. This proof convicted him 
of sin. He had heard Jesus call. He 
had asked Jesus what he would have 
him to do.

The soda fountain has become a Na- 
tional institution. The fact that it is 
universally used is not however, to be 
taken as a recommendation 
Natur- 


ally during the warm months there 
is an unusual hankering for cool 
liquids 
What 
the 
system 
really 


craves in hot weather is water. Cool 
water not ice cold. This is a natural 
demand and one that should be sup- 
plied. 


We 
have 
acquired a taste for 


sweetened concoctions which masque- 
rade 
under the 
names of all 
the 


fruits that were found in the Garden 
of Eden and others never heard of 
except on soda fountain advertise- 
ments. The bulk of these are chemi- 
cal products in which no actual fruit 
Is used 
They are seldom nourishing 


In very hot weather a glass or so 


of these sweetened liquids will often 
interfere materially with the diges- 
tion and their tendency is to lessen 
the normal appetite for nourishing 
food 


Palatable summer drinks can be 


made with the pure fruit juices to 
which cool water is added 
Sherbets 


made in this manner are far more 
palatable 
and refreshing than 
the 


sickly sweets which aie the common 
offering of the soft drink emporiums. 
Ice cold drinks irritate the stomach 
and produce catarih sooner or later. 


There is another factor connected 


with the serving of drinks soft and 
otherwise, which is open to 
the 


severest criticism. In r- xny places the 
provisions for the cleansing of the 
glasses is inadequate. 
Too often a 


hasty sousing in a tank of water is 
the only washing which they receive. 
It is a well known fact that washing 
utensils in cold water is not sufficient 
to properly cleanse them and destroy 
germ life. 


The evils of the public drinking 


cup have been thoroughly exploited 
and all too often the soda glass comes 
within this category.

ject the present Postmaster General 
has given his attention, and having; 
served in Congress—on the Com- 
mittee of Appropriations-—is inter- 
ested to know how the public money 
is spent and what return is receiv- 
ed for it, and, being m position to 
find out, at least so far as his Depart- 
ment is concerned, has taken 
the 


necessary steps to discover it. 
He 


has accomplished a great deal in that 
direction and will accomplish more. 
There was great need of official in- 
quiry and oversight and he has zeal- 
ously devoted his time to that pur- 
pose. 


Aside from the many reforms in- 


troduced and betterments made pos- 
sible, two matters of great public in- 
terest/may be credited to this postal' 
administration, viz., the Postal Sav- 
ings and the Parcel Post features. 
While the Postal Savings idea dates 
from 1911, it was not made practica- 
ally operative until 1914, when un- 
necessary restrictions were removed 
and the plan popularized and en- 
couraged.

divided among 525,414 persons/who
